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When Charles R. Hook accepted the 
position of night superintendent of the 
American Rolling and Mill Company in 
Middletown, Ohio, he took the most 
decisive step in his life, opening up an 
entire new world both in his business and 
personal life. 

It was in October, 1902 that Charles 
Hook carefully drafted the letter accep- 
ting a job-offer made by George M. 
Verity, president of the Middletown firm 
which later was to become Armco Steel. 

The resulting Verity-Hook team since 
has been declared one of the most 
remarkable combinations in American 
industries. 

Charles R. Hook had -begun his 
business career as a two-dollar-a-week 
office boy at a Cincinnati steel mill. Later 
when the plant was sold and dismantled, 
Mr. Hook decided he was going to learn 
the steel business from the very bottom. 
He went to Indiana where he began as a 
laborer and in his off hours learned the

highly technical skill of roll turning. He 
was only twenty-two when George Verity 
became interested in bringing the already 
dynamic and ambitious Hook to Mid- 
dletown. 

Charles Hook rose quickly through 
the ranks and was popular with execu- 
tives, townspeople and millworkers. His 
philosophy of business coincided with Mr. 
Verity: that Christian principles shape 
the most important facet of all relation- 
ships whether of a personal or business 
nature. 

Verity’s daughter, Leah, a brisk, fun- 
loving and petite youngster, was twelve 
years younger than Charles Hook. She 
and her sister Sarah delighted in teasing 
“Uncle Charlie,” as they referred to him. 
As she grew into a glowing and vivacious 
young woman Leah became interested in 
art. Her family sent her to Bennett 
College in Millbrook, New York and 
during her senior year a group of Bennett 
girls spent several months in Italy,

studying and painting. While she attend- 
ed Bennett, her father visited her fre- 
quently and sometimes took Charles 
Hook with him where they all indulged in 
their favorite recreation, horseback rid- 
ing. Now Charles Hook ceased to become 
“Uncle Charlie’”’ and the two found that 
they had many things in common. Just 
before Leah graduated in the Spring of 
1912 they became secretly engaged. It 
wasn’t until September that Hook reveal- 
ed his intentions to Leah’s father. 

They were married a year later on 
October 1, 1913. Thus began a marriage 
that was an ideal union for fifty years. 
Through these years the Hooks saw 
tremendous changes in the social and 
economic worlds in which they lived. 
Young Leah, long the Iron Master’s 
daughter, was to become the Iron Mast- 
er’s Wife and in time the Iron Master’s 
Mother. 

Her trip to Italy had excited her 
imagination and so she and her new 
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husband journeyed to Nice, Mentone, 
Monte Carlo, Milan, the Italian lakes, 
Venice, Florence, Rome and finally to 
Egypt for their honeymoon. Charlie’s 
father had been a student of Egyptian 
history and so the two went to Cairo 
where they journeyed down the Nile ona 
houseboat, explored the ancient temples, 
rode by camel to the sites of ancient cities 
and then returned to Naples for a carriage 
trip on the Amalfi Drive. 

In the ensuing years, the Hooks 
returned to Kurope numerous times but in 
1913 the world was on the brink of great 
change and the Europe that existed on 
that wedding trip remains a nostalgic and 
special memory. 

While Leah and Charlie were engaged 
they selected a homesite on Eastern Hill, 
then out in the country and overlooking 
the town. Today it is one of the most 
fashionable residential areas in Mid- 
dletown but it was hardly considered 
proper for the mill president’s daughter to 


live away from the center of activity. 
However, Charlie built for his bride the 
home they had planned. They moved in 
on February 1, 1914 and before his death 
in 1968, Mr. Hook often commented, 
‘There we have lived ever since and there 
we will stay until they take us from it.” 

Mrs. Hook, who winters in Naples, 
Florida, still returns to her home in 
Middletown and has bequeathed the 
beautiful estate to the Middletown Epis- 
copal Church. 

This fragile and beautiful lady repre- 
sents a part of Americana that built and 
fostered Twentieth Century Womanhood. 
During her childhood she saw her father 
build an empire; in young womanhood she 
helped her husband expand that empire 
and in her later years she saw her children 
change with the times that demanded 
that industry expand, contribute to wars, 
work with labor and diversify its markets 
and products. 

Charles Hook succeeded his father-in-

law as president of Armco Steel in 1934 
but as he worked his way up through the 
ranks it was obvious that Verity’s human 
touch and personal interest in each 
member of the Armco team was mani- 
fested in Hook’s own viewpoint. As a 
result the dynasty of Armco steel contin- 
ued. 

Leah and Charles Hook were blessed 
with three children. In 1914 Charles 
Ruffin Hook Jr. was born. He inherited 
the determination, energy and ambition 
that his grandfather and father possessed. 
After his graduation from Yale he went 
into the steel business; also starting out as 
a laborer. Ten years after going to work 
for Rustless Iron and Steel Company in 
Baltimore he was secretary and assistant 
to the general manager. Later he left to 
become vice president for the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railway. He also worked on 
several volunteer assignments for the 
government and when only thirty-eight 
was the youngest member of President 
Kisenhower’s sub-Cabinet. In 1955 he 
took on a new career, advertising. He 
eventually became the president of Kud- 
ner Advertising and was working in that 
capacity when he died unexpectedly in 
1961 at the height of his career. 

The Hooks second son, George Mat- 


thew Verity Hook, also attended Yale and 
after graduation joined Armco’s Sheffield 
Division and worked in the company 
iron ore mines at Rusk, Texas. He served 
as a lieutenant under Patton and in the 
June, 1945 Reader’s Digest there is a 
vivid description by George Hook of the 
Metz battle. It was here that he was 
wounded and returned to the states. In 
1948 he was assigned to Armco’s Paris 
operation where he served as president 
and general manager. In 1962 he became 
Armco’s director for all of Europe. He and 
his family live in Paris but make frequent 
trips to Middletown and also visit Mrs. 
Hook’s winter estate in Naples. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hook’s third child was a

daughter, Jean, who is now married to H. 
Norman Baetjer Jr. of Baltimore where 
the couple and their three children reside. 
Following the family tradition, Mrs. 
Baetjer has contributed to the charitable 
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and cultural life of Baltimore and is on the 
board of the Baltimore County Family 
and Children’s Aid Society, the Harriet 
Lane Home for Invalid Children, the Red 
Cross, Community Chest and president of 
the Women’s Hospital. Her greatest 
contribution to the residents of Baltimore 
was her work as a member of the Steering 
Committee to create the Greater Balti- 
more Medical Cente 

Throughout her tife with Mr. Hook, 
Leah remained in the background while 
her husband was in the limelight. He was 
the recipient of numerous honorary de- 
grees, citations from the government and 
his leadership in the steel industry was 
time consuming and arduous. During 
these years Mrs. Hook busied herself with 
her family, church and community. She 
still feels that a woman’s place is to create 
an atmosphere of harmony and love in the 
home and understand the demands of an 
executive’s life. 

In December, 1960 when Charles 
Hook was eighty years old he resigned as 
a director of the company he had joined in 
1902. Then on June 22, 1961 at a dinner 
attended by Armco Directors in the home 
of F. V. Geier, chairman of the board of 
the Cincinnati Milling Machine Compa- 
ny, Mr. Hook was presented with a silver

For several years the Hooks had 
divided their time between Middletown

and Florida. For a number of these years 
they wintered in Miami and when that 
community became too big sojourned at 
Palm Beach. They began vacationing in 
Naples about fifteen years ago and 
purchased a gulf-front estate in 1959. 
Both Hooks loved to walk the beach, hunt 
shells and play golf. Even today, Mrs. 
Hook, who underwent serious surgery, 
again has taken up her golf clubs, knits, 
writes and has overcome any disability 
she may have suffered. 

In 1963, in failing health, Charles 
Hook sank into a coma. On their fiftieth 
wedding anniversary he rallied and asked 
for his beloved Leah. They spent several 
hours together; reliving and recalling the

years of happiness they shared. That was 
the last time Mrs. Hook saw her husband 
for he passed away shortly afterwards. 
Mrs. Charles Hook is a remarkable 
woman in her own right. While her 
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children were young she took her daugh- 
ter to Paris for several months where she 
studied painting. Later Mr. Hook and the 
two boys joined the family. Art has been 
her most consuming interest over the 
years. She has painted over five hundred 
portraits, still lifes and landscapes. Over 
the years she has sold these pictures 
turning the proceeds over to the church. 

Leah Hook has always collected poet- 
ry and inspirational passages which she 
keeps in several volumes and reads and re- 
reads bits of poetry her friends and family 
have created for her. Still vigorous and 
impeccable in her bearing and outlook she 
still lives as if “her Charlie’? were with 
her. Their Naples home was a gift to her 
from Mr. Hook and is decorated in the 
pastel colors she loves. Her children and 
grandchildren come to Naples to visit 
often and she joins them for swimming in 
the pool and in the Gulf. 

In 1937, Leah Hook added to her 
collection of poetry a 50th anniversary 
poem dedicated to her parents. Today as 
she looks down the years it seems 
appropriate to her life with Charles Hook:

aN aera with press card—plus letter 
addressed to ‘‘State Police, War Memori- 
al Auditorium, Fort Lauderdale, Flori- 
da’’—writer and photographer entered 
the slightly mad, never-never world of 
Grand Opera through the stage door.

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An American 
Heritage

Paatiai mansions, castles atop mountains, baronial manor 
houses, chateaux hidden in forests or dominating lush valleys are 
practically legendary in the year 1966. 

When seen they evoke sighs for an era long gone when life 
seemed more relaxed, gracious...for the upper echelon of society 
here and abroad. 

There are quite a few ante bellum plantations left in the 
South; many Palm Beach mansions which awaken to renewed 
life come season. Handsome Victorian homes are found on 
extensive acreage in the North...Saratoga, Hyde Park, Long 
Island. 

However, today none can compare in plannéd, livable 
beauty, loved and cared-for landscaping, with Biltmore House 
on the Biltmore Estate at Asheville, North Carolina. 

Biltmore House was the late George W. Vanderbilt’s dream- 
come-true. It was designed by his friend Richard Morris Hunt, 
the world-famed architect. 

This two hundred fifty-room French Renaissance mansion of 
carved and hand-tooled Indiana limestone took five years (1890- 
1895) to build. It could be the subject of an entire volume and 
stands alone today, unique among the great country homes of 
the world. 

A student of architecture, George Vanderbilt was the 
youngest son of William H. Vanderbilt, grandson of Commodore 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. 

Searching for a site which he hoped might fit the finest 
country home in these United States, young George looked far 
and wide before choosing one for his Biltmore House. 

His choice was one of forests and mountains with mild 
winters, cool summers...a complete contrast to New York’s 
hustle-bustle. 

In 1888 Mr. Vanderbilt started buying one hundred twenty- 
five thousand acres of mountains, woods and farmland for his 
dream of dreams. Today remain some ten thousand acres, 
seventeen miles of paved roads, one hundred twenty miles of 
bridle trails and earthen roads and the fabulous home. 

Many of its rooms are open to the public, thanks to Mr. and 
Mrs. William A. V. Cecil of The Frithlet on Via Del Mar in Palm 
Beach come winter. Mr. Cecil is the grandson of George W. 
Vanderbilt, son of Cornelia Vanderbilt who married John 
Francis Amherst Cecil. 

In 1930...sixteen years after George Vanderbilt’s demise, the 
John F. A. Cecils were persuaded to open their home, Biltmore 
House and Gardens, to the public. This now is the home of the 
present-day William A. V. Cecil. 

Today it is a monument to all Americans...operated by 
young Mr. Cecil as a family business, a national and historic 
landmark, privately owned. It comprises ten thousand acres at 
the edge of the Appalachians, a national monument to 
beauty...inwardly and outwardly. Also it is a monument to 
integrity and the dexterity of a continuing buildup of American 
business and enterprise by a thoroughbred American, Bill Cecil. 

Visitors to Asheville who stroll down that tree-shaded

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avenue are startled to find an unbelievable re-creation of the 
fabulous chateaux of France’s Loire River country peeping 
through acres of ponds, magnificent groves of trees, lush 
grassland...its approach through arched Lodge gates and 
winding drives. 

In laying out this vast estate, Mr. Vanderbilt engaged 
Frederick Law Olmstead, the acknowledged master of naturalis- 
tic landscape architecture in the United States, famed for his 
landscaping of New York City’s Central Park. 

Mr. Olmstead’s death in 1903 brought Canadian-born 
Chauncey Delos Beadle (he worked with Mr. Olmstead as early 
as 1890) to Biltmore Estate where he was superintendent for 
sixty years. 

Named Biltmore from Bildt (name of the Dutch town from 
which the Vanderbilt forbears came...van der Bildt) this country 
home became the favorite of George Vanderbilt and his wife, the 
late Edith Stuyvesant Dresser, a direct descendant of Peter 
Stuyvesant. 

Upon Cornelia Vanderbilt’s marriage to John F. A. Cecil 
(she was an only child) it became their home and after Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s passing in 1914, a large portion of the estate was 
deeded at Mrs. Vanderbilt’s request to the U. S. Government as 
the nucleus of the now famed Pisgah National Forest. 

Since then, more estate acreage has been developed into the 
unusual, unique town of Biltmore Forest. Part of it las been sold 
for the Blue Ridge Parkway. Interstate Highways 26 and 40 
cross parts of the property, but the present estate covers some 
eleven thousand acres. 

This estate was the first actual school of American forestry. 
White pine plantings, not native to North Carolina, were 
brought in. Here Karl Shenk and Gifford Pinchot (later to 
become Governor of Pennsylvania) virtually cut their teeth by 
helping Mr. Vanderbilt set up the now-famed arboratum. 

Seventy-six years ago the estate was essentially a timber 
operation, a most sensible business at that time. A three-mile 
railway spur had to be built from the present Biltmore Station to 
carry construction materials to the estate site. 

Hundreds of area workmen, artisans from all over the world, 
were brought in to cut and fit the Indiana limestone; to execute 
the intricate exterior which stretches seven hundred eighty feet 
from stables to summerhouse, one hundred fifty feet from main 
entrance to West front. 

Entrance to Biltmore House and Gardens is through the 
vine-covered arched Lodge gates in Biltmore Village. Its bricks 
and the roof tiles were made on the estate. 

The approach winds some three miles through fabulous 
evergreen plantings of hemlock, pine, hardwoods, rhododendron 
and mountain laurel. 

The last dramatic turn unveils handsome wrought iron gates 
topped by early 19th Century French stone sphinxes. Then one 
gains the first view of the mansion.

“‘Music hath charms to soothe the savage 
beat.” 

Beat or not, thousands of kids and 
grownups all over America are playing 
more music today than ever before. Check 
the census, talk to some of the music 
makers, and it becomes clear that home- 
made music is making a great big 
comeback where it counts — in the home. 

Do not, say the experts, worry about 
the “‘boob tube.” It’s great. It brings out 
the beast (or beat, or best) in all of us, so 
the theory goes, to see somebody else 
sitting around on that noisy screen 
making ever so beautiful music with ever 
so little obvious effort. Before you know it 
you're hooked. You’re taking piano les- 
sons. You buy a zither. You play the 
gourds. Depending on the age of your 
children, you can look forward to happy 
years of “‘The Jolly Farmer” or maybe 
even Chopin. 

Well,the Palm Beaches, where we did 
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a little research on the subject, are loaded. 
Roy Fisher, dean of Palm Beach piano 
tuners, estimates there may be twenty 
thousand pianos in the area. Considering 
the fact that the latest official census of 
permanent residents in Palm Beach and 
West Palm Beach combined comes to 
exactly 70,525, that is something. 

The twenty thousand, give or take, 
includes everything from grands to player 
pianos and Mr. Fisher services them all 
without regard to size, name, or state of 
origin. He figures the guitar is running the 
piano a close second in popularity, and it’s 
all to the good. A clarinet player himself, 
Mr. Fisher shows an admirable lack of 
bias when it comes to musical instru- 
ments. Self expression is the thing, and he 
should know. During World War II he 
tuned pianos on every battleship in the 
South Pacific. They were in constant use. 
“They’d get shaken up during the bom- 
bardments,”’ he remarked mildly, ‘‘so 
they flew me in a special set of tools.” 

In war or peace, the thinking is that

vidual musical artists and, once in a while, 
a symphony orchestra concert. In West 
West Palm Beach there has been the 
Civic Music performances each winter. 
The Musicarnival for some years has 
provided modern hit musicals. Still, on 
the whole, serious music hadn’t figured 
too largely in Palm Beach’s entertain- 
ment routine. 

But now opera — the real stuff; not 
just light opera and current musicals, 
after a difficult start — seems finding a 
place. And, it may be added, a welcome 
place. The process has taken five years 
and there still are obstacles to be over- 


come but notable progress has been made. 

It was back in 1961 when Opera 
Lyrica of the Palm Beaches was founded 
by Jules and _ Hildegarde Gyori, 
Hungarian-born acting-singing duo. In 
the same year The Civic Opera of the 
Palm Beaches was founded by Mrs. Isabel 
Chatfield of Palm Beach, a one-time 
opera star in Philadelphia, New York and 
Paris enterprises and who was a protege of 
Nellie Melba. 

Hampered by lack of finances to 
employ an orchestra, Opera Lyrica still 
managed to give the musical drama some 
little place in local life, with productions 
of Cavalleria Rusticana, Rigoletto and 
Hansel und Gretel, plus shows composed of 
excerpts from grand and light opera. 

Now, says an officer, Opera Lyrica is 
“dormant” although some of the singers 
are appearing elsewhere with a different 
organization. 

But the Civic Opera carries on, now 
well enough healed financially to have a 
good orchestra under the baton of the 
noted Dr. Paul Csonka, associate conduc- 
tor of the Miami Opera Guild. And with 
such distinguished Palm Beach members, 
donors and patrons as Mrs. Merriweather 
Post, Mr. and Mrs. Willaford R. Leach, 
Mr. and Mrs. P. A. B. Widener III, Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold Calig and Mrs. Henry 
Ittleson. 

“For the past year we’ve been in the 
black,’’ confided Mrs. Charlotte Miller, a 
leading singer and one of the prime 
movers of the organization from the first. 
“We feel it a great accomplishment 
because we have not had any endow- 
ments.”’ 

In past seasons Civic Opera has 
presented La Traviata, Die Fledermaus, 
La Boheme, Manon and Carmen, plus 
Puccini, Mozart and Shakespeare “‘festi- 
val” programs. 

This impact of opera has had its 
effects. Through the efforts of Mrs. 
Chatfield and others, an unexpected 
amount of professional talent has been 
uncovered in this area’s cosmopolitan 
population. And many Palm Beachers, 
not previously conspicuous here as opera 
lovers, have been attracted. It is said that 
a good many of them, some of whom even 
had maintained boxes at the Met, hadn’t 
revealed themselves in such roles here in 
past years for the simple reason that there 
was no local opera to attend. Now they’re 
coming out of hiding, musically speaking, 
and patronizing and attending local per- 
formances and liking them. 

Also, says Mrs. Rosita Franks, profes- 
sional who recently sang the role of Tosca 
in the resort, a general stimulation of 
interest has been evidenced in more Palm 
Beach area college students studying 
music, in increased sales of operatic 
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records — and even in retired music 
teachers coming out of retirement to 
teach again. 

Civic Opera’s January production of 
Tosca at Henry Morrison Flagler Muse- 
um packed one of the great rooms there. 

But right there was illustrated a 
problem being experienced. by Civic Op- 
era — and a question being posed for a 
brand new organization — The Musical 
Theater of the Palm Beaches. It is that of 
establishing what leading members term 
“a permanent home”’ here for the musical 
arts. 

Twice as many tickets to Tosca could 
have been sold, had a large enough hall 
been available. It costs about $4,000 to 
stage a show like that — with an 
orchestra alone costing $2,000; hence the 
need of room for larger audiences. 

Another reason that a ‘‘permanent 
home” is needed, Mrs. Franks says, is 
that, ““‘We’ve wanted a grass roots organi- 
zation. We want a workshop here to 
encourage young singers to continue — 
one that will serve as a springboard for 
them in their careers. Ours is one of the 
few grass roots groups of its kind in 
Florida. But at present we have to bring 
in some others for starring roles to give 
our productions the professional touch.” 

Nevertheless there will be more quali- 
ty musical offerings before this season 
ends. Mrs. Miller will give an individual 
concert in April. And there may be an 
additional program of opera highlights. 

Also coming on the scene, planning 
offerings not of grand opera character but 
still of a kind devotees seldom get in this 
area, is the Musical Theater of the Palm 
Beaches. 

It will present The Mikado at Palm 
Beach High School Auditorium March 28 
-30 with a cast including persons of many 
years’ theatrical experience. 

“We hope to put on light opera 
stressing Gilbert and Sullivan,’ an- 
nounced Mrs. John Nicholson, the orga- 
nizer and manager. ‘“‘We’re uncovering 
lots of beautiful talent. Over half of the 
choir of Palm Beach’s church of Bethes- 
da-by-the-Sea is serving in the cast of The 
Mikado.” Ted Milford, in charge of music 
at the Royal Poinciana Chapel, carries 
the lead role of Ko-Ko. 

But there again, in her organization’s 
aims, Mrs. Nicholson points out, arises 
the need for a permanent home, available 
for year around use. Palm Beach’s Para- 
mount Theater is spoken of as a possibly 
suitable place. 

If not the Paramount, perhaps West 
Palm Beach’s proposed municipal audito- 
rium can fulfill this desire on the part of 
civic music makers, and also the desires of 
the music loving public whose interest 
and patronage has been so stimulated.

She looks out at the world through 
clear, blue eyes with untold kindliness and 
seems completely unimpressed by the 
dazzle and adulation that: she knows is 
lavished on any official’s wife. As one of 
her friends says: ‘‘She has always had 
rather a surprised-little-girl approach to 
life, yet she can spot a phony a mile 
away.” 

A quiet and somewhat introspective, 
she is a person whose brilliant extroverted 
husband has catapulted her from a small 
South Dakota town into a national and 
international spotlight. 

The silver-haired wife of the Vice 
President was born Muriel Buck in 
Huron, South Dakota, fifty-two years ago 
and grew up during the depression days of 
the Thirties which it depresses her to 
recall. She first saw Hubert Humphrey in 
the Humphrey family drug store in 1932 
where he was helping out behind the 
counter. They were married in 1936 and 
she still thinks he is the best talker, best 
dancer and best company in the world. 

Despite being somewhat shy, Muriel 
Humphrey has grown into an accom- 
plished campaigner and has become a 
great asset to her husband as a vote- 
getter. She is an understanding, motherly 
woman who knows how to help the Vice 
President over stressful periods by such 
small things as seeing to it that he gets his 
favorite foods and that his clothes are in 
meticulous order. She says with a smile 
that she copes with the ever-present crises 
and split-second timing of their official 
schedule by remaining ‘“‘as normal as 
possible and keeping a sense of humor.”’ 

The day I lunched with Mrs. Hum- 
phrey in the Senate Dining Room on her 
return from a trip to the Orient she wore a 
smartly cut navy blue suit and small hat 
and a bright pink blouse. She speaks in a 
beautifully modulated voice, and those 
blue eyes of hers almost filled with tears 
as she talked of the Korean orphans she 
saw in a foundling hospital in Seoul, and 
of the wounded American boys she visited 
with the Vice President at Clark Air 
Force Base in the Philippines. The Vice 
President’s official party went out for the 
inauguration of the President of the 
Philippines and visited Korea, Japan, and 
Taiwan, all in one week. One of Mrs. 
Humphrey’s abiding interests is small 
children, especially those who are crippled 
or mentally retarded. Even now she is 
trying to find time amidst her busy 
schedule to write a book on Mongoloid 
children.

“emotional shelter’? in the comfortable, 
private, and familiar. Her efforts to be a 
“normal” include trying to be a good wife 
and mother, an immaculate housekeeper, 
as well as a seamstress on almost a 
couture level. She also likes to play the 
piano, and is an expert gardener. It is of 
course becoming increasingly difficult for 
her to find time for any of these homey 
relaxations. Due to their presence being 
required at innumerable official functions, 
it is a rare night that she or the Vice 
President manage to get more than five or 
six hours sleep. 

Their residence in suburban Chevy 
Chase, which they bought in 1948 when 
Mr. Humphrey came to Washington as 
the first Democratic Senator from Minne- 
sota in ninety years, is unbelievably 
unpretentious for a capital city which is 
obsessed with the subtlest points of social 
status. The suburban house with its eight 
medium-sized rooms seems even smaller 
since a switchboard and two secretaries 
were installed in the Vice President’s 
former study and made into an office for 
Mrs. Humphrey. The play room in the 
basement has been taken over by round- 
the-clock secret service men. It is to be 
hoped that Congress soon will vote funds 
to buy an appropriate house as official 
residence for the Vice Presidents. 
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When time permits the Humphreys 
retreat with their children and grand- 
children to their Danish-style modern 
bungalow on the shores of Lake Waverly 
in Minnesota. There they keep horses, 
dogs, a donkey, boats, and even a 
trampoline on which the Vice President is 
an expert. . 

Despite their differing temperaments, 
the Humphreys are very close. A kind of 
telepathy exists between them. Those 
standing behind them in a long tiresome 
receiving line often have seen one of them 
uncbtrusively put an arm around the 
other’s waist. “I always know what 
Hubert is thinking, and how he is feeling. 
He is the same about me.”’ And the Vice 
President who is unashamedly sentimen- 
tal says: ‘““You know, it might sound 
maudlin, but I love that girl more today 
than I did ten years ago, and loved her 
more ten years ago than fifteen years 
before that!” 

Mrs. Humphrey is first to acknowl- 
edge it has been a long road from Huron 
South Dakota, and occasionally she ad- 
mits she feels “‘insecure’’ in some of 
Washington’s more glittery circles.

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vai the Heavens above Holly- 
wood cried their tears that dark dismal 
morning when word was flashed to a 
stunned ‘“‘Film Capital’ that, ‘““Our Hed- 
da is dead!”’ 

Hedda Hopper was a giant in the 
industry, and her death leaves an empti- 
ness that can never be filled by anyone in 
this town — for Hedda was indestructi- 
ble in everyone’s mind. 

If she was the most feared columnist 
in Hollywood — she was also the most 
beloved and respected. Her integrity was 
as admired as it was feared. 


Hedda Hopper always wrote the truth 
— even when it sometimes proved costly 
and placed her in great jeopardy. Those 
who spoke unkindly of her could never 
hope to reach her greatness as a woman — 
and as a columnist. 

It was Hedda who first encouraged 
me to write a column for ‘‘Palm Beach 
Life.’’ She remained my loyal friend until 
the end. 

I shall never forget this gallant lady’s 
advice to me when I confided in her 
certain unexpected problems that had 
arisen because of my writing a Hollywood 
column. 

“Don’t worry, darling — one never 
has to worry about what one says or 
writes as long as you have TRUTH on 
your side,” she said.. 

Hedda Hopper could have had the 
largest funeral in the history of Holly- 
wood — but she chose to have the 
smallest. 

All Hollywood funerals are ‘‘private”’ 
— but “private” in Hollywood means 
that only the general public and movie 
fans are barred from the services. A 
‘“‘private’” funeral in Hollywood means 
that only four or five hundred of that 
select circle of ““Who’s Who in Holly- 
wood” attend the actual services inside 
the church, and are permitted to view the 
remains — but thousands of movie fans 
usually swarm around the immediate 
vicinity of the services and battle a 
cordon of police in their eagerness to catch 
a glimpse of their favorite stars. 

Some of the readers of this column 
will remember the funeral scene in the 
Judy Garland-James Mason version of 
that film classic, A Star Is Born. I know 
from experience that it was not exagger- 
ated by any means. 

Since becoming closely associated 
with the Hollywood scene, I have had to 
attend the funerals of some of Holly- 
wood’s greatest stars: Fanny Brice, Al 
Jolson, Tyrone Power, Humphrey Bo- 
gart, Dick Powell, Clark Gable, Marion 
Davies, Ethel Barrymore, Lionel Barry- 
more, Alan Ladd, Jeanette MacDonald, 
Gary Cooper.

The only other person present besides her 
son and sister, her domestic servant, her 
secretary and office staff, her hairdresser, 
and the woman who did all her personal 
shopping — was writer Frances Marion

will and it was publicly announced that 
no flowers be sent (instead she wanted 
memorial tributes sent in the form of aid 
to the Nursery Home for Blind and 
Visually Handicapped Children in Los 
Angeles), the small funeral chapel was 
overflowing with over fifty beautiful 
floral pieces from the top names in the 
film industry.

industry than the permanent absence of a 
popular daily column. 

“Tn her brilliant writing career, which 
spanned nearly thirty years, this onetime 
stage and screen star became what one 
close friend called a ‘Den Mother’ to the 
glamor folk of Hollywood.

Hedda was so much a part of every- 
thing in Hollywood — that it seems 
incredible that there can still be a 
Hollywood without her.

Hollywood was also saddened by the 
deaths of Buster Keaton, Herbert Mar- 
shall, Elizabeth Patterson, Sophie Tucker 
and Billy Rose. 

Buster Keaton was, indeed, one of the 
last of the fabled silent screen comedians. 
Although his era was already past, Buster 
will remain one of the immortals in 
filmdom’s memory. 

Herbert Marshall, the urbane English 
gentleman in dozens of motion pictures 
and plays, enjoyed a half-century of 
success as a performer after overcoming 
the loss of his right leg from a World War 
I combat injury. He got around so well on 
an artificial limb that his audiences 
generally were unaware of his handicap. 
The handsome, soft-spoken actor made 
only occasional appearances in recent

years because of failing health. He also 
blamed changing film tastes for his 
infrequent roles. 

““They don’t seem to make my type of 
pictures anymore — the type that was 
termed ‘drawing room’ for lack of a better 
name,” he told me one day at the Brown 
Derby. 

His most recent film was The Third 
Day, made last year. Among his better 
known pictures were The Razor’s Edge, 
Duel in the Sun, A Bill of Divorcement, 
and, The Moon and Sixpence. All in all, he 
appeared in over forty first-run movies. 

Even after he moved to California to 
pursue his Hollywood career, Marshall 
maintained a London home. His life in 
Hollywood was marked by such English 
customs as daily tea. I have a fond 
recollection of partaking of tea with him 
one afternoon in his Beverly Hills home. 

Elizabeth Patterson, long familiar to 
moviegoers for her portrayals of sweet- 
faced gentlewomen and mothers, played 
the mother of about every big star in 
Hollywood at some time or another 
during her long career in Hollywood 
motion pictures. I became friends with 
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““Miss Pat” (as we called her) during my 
association with the famous Hollywood 
Brown Derby Restaurant. “‘Miss Pat’’ 
used to dine there so often, as she lived 
only a few blocks away at the Hollywood 
Roosevelt Hotel. Tennessee-born to a 
prominent old Southern family, ‘‘Miss 
Pat’’ still appeared before the television 
cameras when she was past eighty seven 
years old. She was often seen on Alfred 
Hitchcock Presents, I Love Lucy and 
Playhouse 90. Coincidently, ‘“‘Miss Pat’’ 
was ninety years of age when she passed 
on at the Good Samaritan Hospital. 

So much has been written recently 
about Sophie Tucker and Billy Rose. Miss 
Tucker delighted her audiences for an 
unbelievable sixty two years. The song, 
Some of These Days, You’re Going To Miss 
Me, Honey was her trademark. How very 
true! Her millions of fans (of which I was 
one) are going to miss Sophie for many, 
many days to come. 

Billy Rose was a small man of great 
talent: Showman, Songwriter, Columnist, 
Art Collector (who donated his fabulous 
collection of paintings to Israel), and 
distinguished philanthropist. One could 
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say of Billy that he had a great flair for 
life. 

As charming and ‘“‘regular a guy”’ as 
Her Britannic Majesty’s prince consort is 
— and no one can deny that His Royal 
Highness, the Duke of Edinburgh is not 
one of the most charming gentlemen that 
Hollywood ever welcomed — neverthe- 
less, Prince Philip’s visit last month did 
not cause the excitement and furor that 
his sister-in-law, Her Royal Highness 
Princess Margaret’s visit caused when she 
and Lord Snowdon captured the hearts of 
the Film Capital last November. Perhaps 
Prince Philip came too soon after his in- 
laws — or maybe a Royal Prince (even if 
he is married to the Queen of England) 
can not compete with all the pomp, 
ceremony, and most of all glamour that 
surrounds a real life-like ‘“‘fairy princess” 
like Princess Margaret. Being a prince, 
and certainly a real man’s man, the Duke 
of Edinburgh could not glamorize his role 
with the fabulous jewels, furs, and breath- 
taking gowns that Her Royal Highness 
Princess Margaret dazzled a blase Holly- 
wood with on her visit here. How can any 
Prince outshine a beautiful Princess? It’s 
impossible! 

However, it was good for Prince 
Philip to come — and all Hollywood 
appreciated what his visit did for one of 
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the town’s favorite charities. His tour was 
sponsored by ‘‘Variety Clubs Internation- 
al’ and greatly benefited the club’s 
several philanthropies. The banquet at 
the Beverly Hilton Hotel, chairmaned by 
Mike Frankovich (the popular head of 
Columbia Pictures on the West Coast and 
husband of actress Binnie Barnes), drew 
one thousand three hundred guests who 
paid as high as $500 per ticket for the 
honor of being presented to the Prince.

The exact amount of money raised 
from the big Variety Dinner was not 
known at the time this column went to 
press — but it has to go down in history as 
the largest sum ever raised for charity in 
Hollywood. The WAIF girls made 
$122,000 from their glamorous ball hon- 
oring Princess Margaret and Lord Snow- 
don — and money is still coming in from 
stars who were unable to attend the 


brilliant event. The latest big gift was a 
$1,000 check from Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Newman (Joanne Woodward). 

Except for a few short hours allocated 
for sleeping, His Royal Highness The 
Duke of Edinburgh was the vortex of a 
whirlwind of activities. There were a few 
serious moments, but for the most part 
Prince Philip was treated to a taste of the 
flamboyant. Since his tour was sponsored 
by Variety Clubs International, most of 
Prince Philip’s schedule here was ar- 
ranged by show business personalities. 

However, the local British-American 
Chamber of Commerce — and not Holly- 
wood — opened the gala festivities with a 
reception just two hours after Prince 
Philip’s private plane touched down at 
Los Angeles International Airport at 5:45 
p.m. on March 13. The formal event was 
held in the Crystal Room of the Beverly 
Hills Hotel, where the Prince and his 
entourage of twenty-eight stayed during 
his brief two day sojourn here.

From the beautiful Westwood cam- 
pus, the Prince and his party were driven 
to the nearby 20th Century-Fox Studios 
in neighboring Beverly Hills where Rich- 
ard D. Zanuck hosted a colorful luncheon 
on one of the large sound stages on the 
studio lot. Entertainment included a 
variety of acts: A Marine Corps Band, 
Kilted Scottish dancers, and an impres- 
sive Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Posse to 
name a few. After luncheon, Prince Philip 
received the customary VIP tour of the 
various studio sets. 

The Variety Club’s Dinner, which 
was held later that evening, was the final 
activity for the Prince and certainly the 
highlight of his short stay. He gave a 
charming address to his large audience 
which included the elite of Hollywood.

The Windy City is blowing up a go- 
go-go and do-do-do gale off Lake Michi- 
gan. The richest city in the United States 
is determined to show itself as a colorful 
crossroads. 

For fifty-two years Mrs. Frank Scoul- 
ler Porter of Winnetka has worked for 
Grant hospital. She has served in every 
hospital project, two years ago on her own 
raised $15,000 for the building fund, for 
years supplied her exquisite hand done 
baby blankets and jackets to the hospi- 
tal’s gift shop, ran the hospital’s first 
rummage sale with its first day sale 
netting a record $1700. 

She has made her dedication to the 
hospital her only activity outside her 
home, a fact unique in these days of 
frenzied and diversified activity. But not 
so strange to Mrs. Porter’s generation. In 
the Chicago of the early 1900’s sewing 
circles were the good works project of 
most affluent matrons. For Mrs. Porter, a 
granddaughter of Chicago pioneer Conrad 
Seipp, therefore kinswoman to the 
Madlener-Bartholomay clan and there- 
fore, also, kin to half the summer 
population of Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, 
working for the hospital cause was a civic 
obligation in which the entire clan partici- 
pated. 

It was Mrs. Porter who received the 
Madonna Center associates’ Almoner 
Award as the city’s outstanding charity 
worker. The award, revealed and present- 
ed at a festive, heel-kicking-up dinner 
dance, was accepted by Mrs. Porter’s 
granddaughter, Miss Linda Porter. Mrs. 
Porter at that time was on her regular 
junket to the Huntington Hotelin Pasade- 
na, California. 

Potter Palmer is another selfless 
offshoot of a pioneer Chicagoan. For the 
past few years he has made his No. One 
charity the Chicago Maternity center. 

Just recently, as co-chairman of the 
advance gifts committee, he lunched with 
two hundred sixty female fund-raisers. He 
graced this task with all the wit and verve 
which his famous kinswoman, Chicago’s 
first Mrs. Potter Palmer, also displayed 
back in the ’80’s and ’90’s when she ‘‘ran’”’ 
social Chicago from her brownstone castle 
wearing her 2,268 pearled, seven-strand 
dog collar.

pee is developing a new and 
altogether superior style of ski-resort life 
is the belief of Armando Orsini, Italian- 
born restauranteur who is an expert at 
skiing. 

Armando’s years as a ski buff in 
Cortina D’Ampezzo, Italy, and other 
European ski resorts, led him to seek out 
Vermont’s Sugarbush when he arrived in 
New York. Now he is a firm devotee of 
the American style. 

In addition to Orsini’s—that famous 
restaurant on Fifty-Seventh Street which 
has burst into prominence—Armando 
operates a place at Sugarbush where ski 
fans can dine as well as they do at home. 
It too has become a gathering place for 
many social folk who prefer his to the 
cuisine at the average ski lodge. 

“It’s a way of enjoying the great 
outdoors and the fun of skiing, yet 
maintaining the note of gourmet dining,” 
he declares. 

He believes America is developing a 
new and altogether superior style of ski- 
resort life. One thing he can’t get over is 
the innovation at Sugarbush of dotting 
small cabins alongside the ski runs rather 
than miles away. After breakfast the 
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occupants just ski down to the bottom of 
the run and grab the lift: total elapsed 
time, one minute. 

The American way of skiing is a free 
and easy relaxed thing, thinks Armando, 
and a great relief from the discomfort and 
difficulty of the European resorts. It’s 
catching on, too, just like American ski 
equipment. “‘American-made Head Skis 
are a status symbol in Switzerland,”’ he 
observes. 

When Rossano Brazzi says: ‘‘This is 
the best Fettucine I’ve ever tasted 
anywhere in the world,’ he speaks with 
authority. He was talking about Orsini’s 
in New York, where everyone has been 
turning up lately. Orsini’s has been 
around a while, but the decor which I’d 
call Rustic Tuscan, has proved so condu- 
cive to relaxed conversation that the 
famous Orsini food seems twice as enjoy- 
able as ever. At least Jacqueline Kennedy 
appears to find it so, for she has become 
an Orsini regular, turning up for lunch or 
dinner at least once a week. 

Since Rossano insisted on getting 
more of Orsini’s Fettucine, I had lunch 
with him there several times. He told me

varities include Cheshire, Caerphilly, 

blue-veined Stilton, Double and mellow Goucester. 


Bier has earned its vast populari- 
ty among men of all nations during the 
nearly 11,000 years since some clever man 
discovered how to turn milk into cheese. 


Just who this was, we shall probably 
never know. Many countries claim to be 
the birthplace of cheesemaking, but Ara- 
bia was probably its first home. 

The old folk tale explaining the origin 
of cheese is told, in remarkably similar 
style, in many countries. It seems that a 
rider once set out on a journey carrying 
milk in a leather pouch made from a 
young cow’s stomach. Hours later, when 
he stopped to have a drink of milk, he 
found that it had separated into a thin, 
colorless liquid and a handful of snowy 
white curd. (The same principle, using the 
enzyme rennet is still used today, almost 
universally.) 

History is liberally sprinkled with 
mentions of cheese. Cuneiform tablets of 
the Sumerians refer to cheese, as do 
Egyptian and Chaldean artifacts. Cheese 
was a familiar food to people of the Old 
Testament. Remember how the boy 
David was sent to camp with ten cheeses 
for the Israelites on the day that he met 
Goliath? 

Greek athletes trained for the Olym- 
pic races on a diet of cheese and dried 


fruits. In his sweeping march across the 
world, Genghis Khan carried cheeses as 
basic rations for his soldiers — a practice 


that has been followed ever since. 
The name for cheese in Latin, Italian 
e and French — forma, formaggio and 
i l ft O f t h e a = e S formage later changed to fromage — came 
from the wicker basket called formos used 
by early Greeks in the making of cheese. 


Our own word cheese is derived from the 
Anglo-Saxon term cese or cyse. 


The Greeks gave their children bits of 
BY LOWIS CARLTON cheese as treats, as we today give our 
children candy. And ‘“‘little cheese’? was 
the fondest of nicknames used by both 
Greeks and Romans. 

For centuries, cheesemakers followed 
their craft without knowing why cheese 
came to be. Later discoverers found that 
it was the enzymes:found in stomachs of 
certain young animals which acted upon 
the milk, coagulating the protein portions 
into curd. The thin liquid was whey. 
Remember Miss Muffett and her curds 
and whey? 

Complex chemistry is involved in 
changing fluid milk into semi-solid cheese, 
but all the many factors begin with the

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action of rennet, or of lactic acid, 
coagulating the milk proteins. Every 
civilized country in the world has experi- 
mented with cheese making, until today 
there are thousands of cheeses, from very 
soft to very hard and from mild flavor to 
extremely sharp. 

Each cheese has its own name, fre- 
quently taken from the town or area 
where it was first made. Despite their 
many differences, all cheeses belong to a 
few great basic families. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture lists these as Brick, 
Caciocavallo, Camembert, Cheddar, Cot- 
tage, Dry, Edam, Emmenthal, Gouda, 
Hand, Holstein, Limburger, Neufchatel, 
Parmesan, Roquefort, Sapsago, Scanno 
and Trappist. 

Cheeses are also classified as uncured, 
mold-ripened, and bacteria-ripened — or 
as hard, semi-hard and soft. Most of the 
world’s cheeses are made from cow’s milk, 
although other animals are sometimes 
used, such as sheep, goats and buffalo. 

Small wonder that the novice cheese 
buyer stands in awe before a gourmet case 
crammed with hundreds of cheeses from 
all over the world. He must depend on his 
taste to guide him in this varied world of 
good eating, for though the method of 
making cheeses is much the same, there is 
an almost unbelievable difference be- 
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* . cheese devotees

tween the thousands and thousands of 
cheeses! The milk used, richness of native 
grasses, quality of the soil, even the 
temperature, play a part in this develop- 
ment of flavor. 

Because many cheeses do not travel 
well, they can only be enjoyed in the area 
where they are produced. Gourmets have 
found that searching out superb native 
cheeses gives to a trip abroad all the 
excitement of a treasure hunt. 

Of course, hard cheeses are found in 
any well-stocked specialty cheese shop or 
even in mail-order houses. One firm rule 
followed by true cheese fanciers is to taste 
the cheese before buying, for in the final 
analysis, only taste tells whether the 
cheese is properly aged and in excellent 
condition. 

When cooking with cheese, we can 
take a hint from the most elaborate of the 
Renaissance cookbooks—Cooking Secrets 
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Bavarian Cheesecake is a silky-smooth blend of cream cheese, sour cream, eggs, sugar and spices, all 
whipped up into a crisp cookie crust. It’s the perfect dessert for that very special dinner gathering. 


of Pope Pius V by Bartolomeo Scappi. He 
listed numbers of recipes which used not 
just one, but two or three cheeses blended 
together in one superb dish. 

Interestingly enough, Italy’s taste in 
cheese does not seem to have changed 
appreciably in the last 400 years. Parme- 
san was used freely in the Renaissance 
recipes, often combined with Romano. 
Included among a staggering total of 45 
dishes served in four courses at one 
banquet were eleven desserts featuring 
pastries, nuts, fruit, Parmesan cheese in 
slices, Riviera cheese and milk curds 
(known today as cottage cheese) served 
with sugar. 

As a nation, we Americans lean 
toward the bland, mild cheeses, and our 
English relationship is shown in our 
preference for Cheddar. Europeans like 
aged cheeses with more outspoken flavor, 
frequently on the sour side. This is 
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especially true in France, where cheese is 
eaten at practically every meal, often 
replacing meat. 

A good French chef would seldom use 
our well-loved Cheddars in his cooking, 
feeling they overpower the basic taste of 
the dish. Instead, he would favor freshly 
grated Parmesan (never, never the grat- 
ed, boxed varieties!), or a cottage cheese, 
or an imported Swiss. 

But there are cheese devotees who 
vigorously defend a dry, crumbly, well- 
aged Cheddar from Herkimer County, 
New York, or a really fine old Wisconsin 
Cheddar. 

Actually, cooking with cheese can be 
just as varied as one cares to make 
it—there is no right or wrong. And as we 
learned from the Renaissance cooks, one 
cheese may be fine and three may be 
better. These recipes give just a hint of 
how varied cheese cookery can be.

Crabmeat mixture — 2 tablespoons 
butter; 2 tablespoons flour; 1 cup milk; 1 
tablespoon snipped parsley; 2 teaspoons 
lemon juice; 1 teaspoon prepared mus- 
tard; % teaspoon horseradish; 1 teaspoon 
salt; ’ cup shredded Cheshire cheese (1% 
pound); 3 cans (6'4-oz. size) crabmeat, 
flaked. 

Cheshire Pastry — 1% cups. all- 
purpose flour; 2 teaspoon baking powder; 
14 teaspoon salt; 1 cup shredded Cheshire 
cheese (44 pound); % cup butter or 
margarine; 4 cup cold water. 

To make crabmeat mixture, melt 
butter in saucepan over low heat. Blend in 
flour. Gradually stir in milk and cook, 
stirring until thickened. Add parsley, 
lemon juice, mustard, horseradish and 
salt; mix well. Add cheese and crabmeat; 
mix lightly. Cool slightly. 

To make pastry, sift flour, baking 
powder and salt together. Cut in cheese 
and butter until mixture resembles coarse 
corn meal. Sprinkle water over mixture, 
mixing in lightly with fork until all 
particles are moistened. Press into ball 
and chill at least 30 minutes. 

To assemble, roll out pastry on lightly 
floured board. Line 6 buttered 4-inch 
scallop shells (or tart pans), saving

remaining pastry for “‘lids.”’ Fill each shell 
with cooled crabmeat mixture. Cover 
with pastry. If desired, glaze tops with 
beaten egg. Bake in preheated 400 degree 
oven 10 to 15 minutes, until golden 
brown. Serve immediately. Makes 6 
servings.

The fantastic facade with its peaked slate roofs and lofty 
chimneys rises in three distinct levels. To the left is the huge 
Rampe Douce, a favorite Renaissance concept for access. 

Here one finds as adornment three large turtle fountains in 
bronze. Atop a grassy slope above the Rampe, an Italian 18th 
Century statue of Diana, the huntress is protected beneath a 
pergola. 

The main entrance is guarded by two 16th Century marble 
lions. To the right is a small court with Romanesque pink marble 
fountain. At left one finds a small court featuring a 15th Century 
Italian pink marble well-head. 

The paved marble entrance hall with its limestone walls and 
arches, its towering late 17th Century French wooden church 
candlesticks, create an aura of entering a storybook era out of 
the limberlost. 

For an example...a Jean Numan of Amsterdam grandfather 
clock not only boasts eight silver chimes, but shows phases of the 
sun, moon and stars and days of the month. Spanish leather 
chairs and a 16th Century steel Spanish treasure chest are in 
perfect accord. 

The Grand Staircase is a copy of the famed one at Chateau 
de Blois...only this one spirals in the opposite direction. There is 
no support on the rail side and it winds around the huge three- 
tiered wrought-iron chandelier which hangs from the roof to 
light each landing. This last, supposedly, is the largest chandelier 
in the world to be hung from a single point. 

On the wall of this magnificent entrance hangs one of

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A huge triple fireplace centers the banquet hall with its red damask chairs. 
Above the fireplace is Karl Bitter’s carving, ‘The Return From The Chase.” 


Cardinal Richelieu’s “‘furnishings’’ of elaborate gold and silver 
design on red velvet...a cardinal’s hat and motto ‘“‘Semper Idem”’ 
thereon. The counterpart of this historic pair hangs in a second 
floor corridor! 

The work of Viennese sculptor and wood carver Kar! Bitter 
shows off to full advantage in a center fountain statue of a boy 
with swans amid a profusion of flowers, plants and ferns from 
the Estate gardens and greenhouses. This is the sunken marble 
Palm Court. 

Incidentally, Bitter’s figures of Architecture, Sculpture, 
Painting and Music today grace the front of New York’s 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 


Mrs. Vanderbilt’s bedroom is hung with yellow Scalandre silk wall covering; 
the upholstery is purple and gold velvet with softly colored Savonnerie rugs. 


The Norwegian Oak panelling, practically covered with rare 
engravings after paintings by Reynolds, Stubbs, Atkinson, 
Landseer, in the first floor drawing room, is a sight for jaded 
eyes. 

Rare Celedon vases grace bookcases, the fireplace rug is a 
typical Herati (Khorasan Persia, late 18th Century) of elaborate 
design and fine weave. Its center field is of vermillion, pale blue 
and nile green on deep indigo. 

A seventy-five foot arched ceilinged banquet hall (measuring 
seventy-two by forty-two feet) has acoustics so perfect that 
husband and wife sitting at opposite ends of the huge table need 
not shout to be understood.

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A late 17th Century Italian tapestry hangs over the library’s Italian black 
grain marble fireplace. Bitter did the wood figures which flank the tapestry. 


Here one sees two thrones of late 19th Century Gothic 
carving. Chairs of red damask are 18th Century Italian; an 
unbelievable triple fireplace above which hangs the Vanderbilt 
armorial bearings crowned by flags of the powers at the time 
Columbus discovered America. 

At the opposite end of the Hall is the Organ Gallery with 
Karl Bitter carvings of scenes from Wagner’s operas. Floor 
covering includes three Mir Serabend late 18th Century rugs 
from Central Persia. 

Most unusual are the five tapestries hanging in the Banquet 
Hall. They tell the story of Venus’ infatuation with Mars; 
Vulcan’s anger and his success in trapping the lovers; of the 
other gods’ tolerant view of this intrigue and their intercession to 
regain peace. These are the only known 16th Century Flemish 
tapestries woven from the Venus and Vulcan designs. 

Dining room walls are of tooled Spanish leather and red 
marble; the fireplace mantel of jasper ware. Although this 
mantel was imported, it has a touch of America. Josiah 
Wedgewood commissioned a student of geology, one Thomas 
Griffiths, to look into reports of a ‘“‘Cherokee Clay”’. 

It was found just north of Franklin, North Carolina and five 
tons of it sent to England. Resulting experiments with this clay 
produced the famed jasper ware in blue or green with white. 

In this same dining room hang the Vanderbilt family

This complete 
work is rarely seen. Incidentally, Maximilian never did see the 
completed work as he died in 1519.

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volumes including the original collection of the history of 
Holland House in London; a letter from Queen Elizabeth; 
histories of earliest recorded time up to 1914, and classical 
novels. 


The painting covering the ceiling of this marvelous room was 
bought by Mr. Vanderbilt from an Italian palace upon the 
promise that the owner’s name would never be made known. A 
similar ceiling is in the Palazzo Labia in Venice. 

This four storied, four-acre house entertained internationally 
famed guests who came in the days gone by to stay for weeks and 
months, bringing with them their personal servants, even 
grooms to tend their horses. 

Today’s visitors to Biltmore House only see part of the great 
mansion. To control traffic through more than 250 rooms would 
be utterly impossible. 

There are rooms and rooms and rooms...one more handsome, 
more magnificent than the next...all reflecting the life of a 
bygone era, of Americans who entertained, lived and thoroughly 
enjoyed life to its fullest.

We tollowed. They were bound even 
further backstage, to a storage room. 

Here a young woman stood in deep 
concentration, her hand on a_ piano 
keyboard. Once more she touched a 
keynote and sang a passage from the 
show-stopper-to-be Musetta’s Waltz. 


This was the lovely Patricia Brooks, 
who tonight would sing the role of the 
raucous hoyden, the fickle sweetheart of 
Marcello. 

‘‘Hi!”’ she greeted us. Still dressed in 
smart street clothes, her hair covered with

an equally smart bonnet-like cloche, she 
came as a surprise—her informal air, her 
American speech a complete contrast to 
the previous interview. 

“T don’t go on ’til the second act. We 
have plenty of time to talk,” she said. 

Serene and sure, she led us to the 
crowded dressing room. 

Miss Brooks is in private life Mrs. 
Theodore Mann of New York City, and 
mother of four and seven-year old sons. 
Her husband is the director of Circle In 
The Square theatre in Greenwich Village. 

Acclaimed throughout the country as 
well as her hometown (recent appearances 
have been at the New York City Center 
and Carnegie Hall), she finds no real 
problem combining an operatic career 
with role of wife and mother. 

“T take the children with me when I 
travel in the summer. And they’re along 
on this trip...I don’t often take the older 
one out of school, but it seemed such a 
good chance to let them get some 
sun...they’ve had colds,’ the glamorous 
woman said.

We asked Mr. Howard how he’d come 
about the task.

Very 
calmly he teased the Brooks hair into 19th 
Century style, as a dozen chattering 
women crowded the tiny room. 

“Sit closer, here , here,’’ Miss Adriana

Italian singer—the famed star who would 
sing Mimi tonight—said to us. 

Her interpreter took over, as Mali- 
ponte spoke a torrent of words, her 
speaking voice rippling, lilting, dart- 
ing—a young girl’s voice (completely 
different from the great voice which 
would soon fill the immense auditorium.) 

Only twenty-six, Miss Maliponte has 
been singing opera since she was eighteen. 
“She says she started singing the day she 
was born,” the interpreter laughed. 

She is an only child and ‘‘Like all 
Italians, I am devoted to my family.” 
Then, with a girlish giggle, she hinted at 
another love.. ‘‘And like any girl in love,” 
she said “‘I am hoping very much...” 

It was time to see Robert Kerns, who 
would sing Marcello. Miss Maliponte 
followed us as we were leaving. “I am 
sorry I do not speak English very well. 
Next year, I come back, then I will speak 
good English and we can have a talk? 
Please send me your magazine?’ she 
asked. 

Things were quieter now. The audi- 
ence was filing into the auditorium. 
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Where was Robert Kerns? We 
couldn’t find him then—or later. For at 
that moment more police came through 
the stage door, followed by a number of 
formally dressed people and eleven pho- 
tographers. 

From the crowd emerged the familiar 
face of Governor Haydon Burns. We were 
introduced by Charles Kersten, president 
of the Opera Guild. 

Mumbling something inane (not 
quite, but almost “It’s an honor to meet 
you,’’) we shook hands with the Governor 
(remembering our small daughter’s admo- 
nition to be sure to shake hands with her 
before washing the hand that shook the 
Governor’s!)

Please Governor... .sign 
here...me, too...me, too.”’ the boys plead- 
ed. 

“Quit upstaging me,” the Governor 
laughed, as he hugged the kids. 

Curtain time. We walked through the 
night to the front of the house. Four 
thousand persons sat breathless... 

Here on stage were our new-found 
friends, but changed, suddenly, mysteri- 
ously by the alchemy of Theatre. They 
were the same people. But not the same at 
all.

Speaking of golf, Bob Hope is such a 
rabid fan that he created his own 
tournament — the rich Bob Hope Desert 
Classic in Palm Springs (where Bob 
spends most of his time these days when 
he isn’t hopping around the world enter- 
taining U.S. fighting forces.) 

In February, Bob hosted the leading 
golf pros and top show business personali- 
ties during the seventh annual classic in 
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Bob's putts... 


the desert community. Three tourna- 
ments were staged at the same time at 
five different courses: Bermuda Dunes, 
Eldorado, La Quinta, Indian Wells, and 
Palm Desert Country Club; and six 
hundred sixty two golfers scrambled for 
trophies, motor cars (the door prize at the 
annual Golf Ball was a Chrysler Crown 
Imperial), and $110,000 in cash (all 
furnished by Hope). Arnold Palmer and 
Jack Nicklaus were among the pros, each 
playing with three amateurs, who partici- 
pated in the five-day 90-hole marathon 
(which was won this year by 32-year-old 
Doug Saunders). 

Although Hollywood’s male stars 
turned out en masse for the golf classic, it 
was former President Dwight David 
Kisenhower (who spends his winters here) 
who stole the limelight from everyone. 

A $50,000 donation towards the con- 
struction of the Eisenhower Medical 
Center in neighboring Palm Desert and 
announcement of plans for the center was 
the highlight of the Ball, held in conjunc- 
tion with the golf tournament. 

The two affairs and a third are staged 
annually to raise money for desert area 
charities. A total of $450,000 has been 
raised thus far. 

Socialite Pollard Simons of Dallas, 
Texas and the Eldorado Country Club 
(on whose grounds General Eisenhower 
and his wife, Mamie, own a beautiful 
winter home) donated twenty five acres of 
land for the medical center which will be a 
memorial to Eisenhower. 

The start of the Bob Hope desert golf 
classic was a real diller — Phyllis Diller 
that is! Bob had the blond comedienne 
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caddy for him at the start of the 
‘tournament on opening day. As Bob 
expressed it: ‘“She was fantastic.”

went away. A final peregrination south 
brought us to a house that was literally 
built around music. The house belongs to 
Benjamin F. Black, who moved in sixteen 
years ago. Mr. Black says it’s the most 
comfortable house he ever has lived in, 
and if you sit for awhile in his vast but 
singularly intimate music room you'll 
believe him. The room, which is fifty-two 
by thirty-five foot and has a twenty-two 
foot ceiling, was built for a pipe organ. 
One end of it is completely covered by a 
metal screen backed by cloth that masks a 
vast array of pipes and chimes.

The house that was built for music is 
accustomed to it. Over the years the 
Blacks home has been the setting for 
entertainment of many celebrities passing 
through Palm Beach. You might say it 
was Palm Beach’s Celebrity Room before 
Frank J. Hale built his.
